THE PEACE CONDITIONS. 


The following synopsis of the Peace ‘T'reaty 
given by Reuter’s Agency may be accepted as

‘north as the fiftieth degree of north latitade, 
together with the [sland depending thereon 
The right of free navigation is assured in the 
Bays ot La Perouse and Tartary 

Article X deals with the situation of Rus- 
sian subjects in the soathern part of Saghalien 
and stipulates that Rassian colonists shall be 
free and have the right to remain without 
changing their nationality. Japan, on the other 
hand, shall have the right to force Russian 
convicts to leave the territory ceded to her. 

Arti¢sle XI_—Russia shall make an agree- 
ment with Japan giving the Japanese subjects 
the right to fish in Russian territorial waters 
in the Seas of Japan, Okhotsk, and Behring. 

Article XII.—The two high contracting par- 
ties engage to renew the Commercial ‘Treaty 

‘ existing betwesn tha two Governments prior to 
the war io all its vigour with slight modifica- 
tions of detail and the most-favoured-nation 
clause. 

Article XI1].—The Russians and Japaneee 
reciprocally engage to exchange prisoners cf 
war, paying the real cost of the keep of the 
same, such cost to be supported by documents. 

Article X[V.—-This Treaty shall be drawn 
up in two languages, French and English, the 
French text being evidence for the Russians 
and the English for the Japanese. In case of 
difficnlty in interpretation the French doen- 
ment will ba decisive. 

Article XV.—The ratifivation of this Treaty 
shall be signed ky tha Suvereigns of the two 
States within fifty days afier the s‘gnatare of 
the Treaty. The French and American Em 
bassies shall be the intermediaries between the 
Japanese and R ssian Guvernments, and wil 
announce by telegraph the ratification of the 
Treat y. 

ADDITIONAL ARTICLES. 

The following two additional articles have 
been agreed to : 

1.—The evacuation of Mancharia by both 
Armies shall be complete within sighteen 
months from the signing of the Treaty, begin- 

_ ning with the retirement of the troops of the 


they were always able to meet the unjust 
demands and increase, at the same time, their 
wealth, power, and position. 

Other banks were soon established, the rate 
of interest began to rise in ratio to the spirit 
of speculation, and gradually the feeling gain- 
ed ground that the establishment of a National 
Bank was necessary to safeguard the Nation's 
credit and advance its prosperity. When this 
proposition was first propounded the private 
bankers expressed sach hostile views that it 

waz feared the project was doomed. Perseve 
rance, however, and that indomitable pluck 
which ever characterised our forefathers pre- 
vailed, and on the 27th day of Jaly, 1694, the 
Bank of England transacted its first business 
“over tho counter.” It is this period in the 
Bank’s career which forms the subject of the 
handsome painting previously referred to, and 
which was presented by members of the 
Stock Exchange. ‘The scene takes place 
before Sir John Summers, Kt.—then Lord 
Keeper of the Great Seal—in the presence of 
whom the first Governor, his Deputy, and 
ten Directors are swearing the oath. The 
most notable of these were Sir John Houblon, 
Governor; Mr. Michael Godfrey, Deputy ; 
and the folowing Directors : Sir John Haband, 
Bart., Sir William Gore, Sir Henry Furnese, 
Robert Raworth, John Smirth, W. Obadiah 
Sedgwick, and William Paterson (Founder), 
Esquires. The difficulties, which they had to 
encounter were simply tremendous, and in the 
hands cf less capable men would never have 
been surmounted. 

From the very day of the Bank’s incorpora- 
tion the directors had to contend with an 
over-abundance of malicious opposition, and 
so determinedly was this policy pursued that 
on more than one occasion it appeared as if 
no human effort could save the institution from 
extinction. Within less than a year its first 
suspension of payment took place—to the great 
joy of th» private bankers—who felt so assured 
of victory that before the event actually oo- 
cured many epitaph: ware written aud publish- 
ed. Time, the healer of all wounds, soon oblite- 
rated the momory of this catastrophe, and 
shortly afterwards the Bank Stock rose from 
50 per cent. discount to 112 per cent. Matters 
did not continue smoothly for long, as daring 
the next ten ye.rs the oredit of the Bank was 
shaken on no fewer than two occasions. It i- 
only right, however, to state that this was th« 
result of Earopean distarbances. In one 
instance King Louis, ia 170, seized apon the 
entire Spanish Monarchy, whilst in the other 
it was due to insurrection in Hangary and the 
invasion of Germany by the French. 

The most deliberate of all attempts to injure 
the Bank was organised in 1707, but the 
scheme was speedily frastrated by the prompt 
action of prominent City merchants, who 
showed their confidence by their support, in 
which the Nation joined. Undaunted, the 
wreckers one year later renewed the attack,

As with 
France, so with ourselves. Great names were 
tarnished, reputations were blasted, and half 
the nations, inclading many noble families, 
were wrecked and ruined.

Had nota kindly Providence 
guided the Directors of the former institution, 
who will gainsay that the terrible havoo which 
ensued woald have been exceeded by a national 
calamity from the effects of which recovery

There is a party 
in Russia which unquestionably looks forward 


to a war with England as the most promising 
’ ‘means of obtaining compensation for the moral 


and material iosses caused by the war with 
Japan. The discovery that, in future, a war 
with E.gland would mean a war with Japan also 
bitterly disappoints them and angers them. 


“TELEGRAPH.” 


The best guarantee of the permanence of 
the peace of Portsmouth will be the permanence 
of Japan’s superiority. That, we hope, will be 
secured to her by the new “Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance, one of whose principal objects is to 
prevent any revision of the treaty terminating 
the Rasso-Japanese war. The status of Asia 
as established by that treaty is to remain 
so long as te Anglo-Japanese treaty endures. 
The Far East is to be protected, as tho- 
roughly as is possible, against surprises and 
adventures. It deserves to be noted that 
this view of the extended Anglo-Japanese 
Alliance is emphasised by the leading St. 
Petersburg newspaper with Liberal tendencies. 
The effect of the treaty, says the “Russ” will’ 
be to pat a stop to “Asiatic adventures & 
la Bezobrazoff,” which will become less tempt- 
ing owing to the vast responsibilities involv- 
ed. Whether this view will be shared by 
the remainder of the Russian Press and by 
those who condact Russian foreign policy 
remains to be scen. 


“EVENING STANDARD.” 


Without dogmatising on the amount of 
weight which may properly be attached to it, 
it is permissible to find in the line taken by 
the “Russ” in commenting on the new Anglo- 
Japanese Alliance an agrecable symptom of 
sanity. Frankly recognising facts, the “Russ” 
concerns itself with their bearing on the future, 
and finds that the new alliance is neither so 
hatefal not so terrible as the unfettered “‘Novoe 
Vremya” seems toimagire. It does put a de- 
finite end to crazy adventures in Asia, but the 
“Russ” finds this rather comforting than other- 
wise. In fact, the alliance, which is acknow- 
ledged to have been a factor in the production 
of peace at Portsmouth, is hailed as a 
guarantee against a waste of force in the 
Far East, which may help Russia to regain 
her righttal place in Europe. It all sounds 
extraordinarily sensible— perhaps almost too 
sensible to be genuine. Bat that is, we believe, 
the view of the matter that must ultimately 
prevail, and its expression serves a better pur- 
pose than the “Novoe Vremya’s” ungenerous 
insinuations coupling France with England as 
the apjust beast. 


Tue “Russ” (St. Petersburg). 


The “Ruse,” in an article sympathetic to 
Great Britain, recognises that the Anglo Japan- 
ese treaty is a considerable factor of peace. 
‘(he journal warns the Russians against nour- 
ishing the idea of revenge, for they would be 
opposed not only by Japan, but also by Great 
Britain. ‘he treaty guarantees to Great Brit- 
ain the possession of India, and any Russian 
pressure in the direction of Tibet or Afghan- 
istan would have to be supported by a great 
and costly concentration of military forces 
The threaten ng of India, the journal declares, 
must cease. 

The “Ross,” referring pointedly to Germany, 
asys that certain of Russia’s enemies will now 
not succeed in urging her to embark on doubt- 
ful undertakings.

{he advantage to England is clear. The 
Japanese army assures the defence of Indias, 
German expansion in the Far East is at once 
blocked.

him, his country may once more resume her 
legitimate place ia the councils of Europe.

It will be even less easy to 
convince autocrat and bureaucrats that they 
can no more hope to reduce interral Russia to 
the status quo ante bellam than to see the 
pte-revolutionary régime restored in France.

FRANCE AND MOROCCO.

Nor can the Republic rest satisfied 
even with this emphatic protest against the 
dilatory insolence of the Maghzen. It will be 
necessary to apply measures of practical coer- 
cion. The original offence, the arrest of a 
French protégé, has not been purged by release 
of the prisoner. M. Taillandier has farther in- 
sisted that an ample apology shall be tendered 
to his Government, that the Kaid who was 
guilty of the outrage shall be punished, and 
that an indemnity shall be paid. Nobody who 
is acquainted with Moorish methods would ex- 
pect satisfaction to be given so long as any 
pretext could be invented for delay. . . . 
That the Maghzen would gladly satisfy France, 
riow that she is so evidently in earnest, wemay 
assume ascertain. The only doubt is whether 
the Sultan can afford to exasperate the fanatics 
amongst his subjects. There is no Sovereign in 
the world who is less master in his own house

SIGNING OF THE TREATY.

The Portsmouth Treaty of Peace is to be 
signed this afternoon (September 5) at three 
o’clock.

DESERT’ EXPEORATION.- 


The story of the excellent work done by the 
survey-parties attached to-the Seistan Bound- 
ary Commission will prokably never be told 
except in official reports ; but, tho “Pioneer” 
records one splendid instance of devotion to 
duty, with a terribly tragic ending. Due east 
of Seistan, between the Helmand aud Kash 
rivers, lies a desert tract known as the Dasbt- 
Margo, and it was in the exploration of this 
that Surveyor Sheikh Mohi-ud-Din with three 
of his khalasis, a guide and two camel-men, 
lost their lives on June 16 and 17, 1903. 
Mohi-ud-Din was an experienced surveyor, 
who had won his Khan Bahadurship by 
frontier service of a fine order in the Survey 
Department of India and he was particularly 
anxious to penetrate into the Dasht-i-Margo, 
which rivals the Registan desert farther to the 
east in its forbidding features. Accordingly, in 
spite of the extreme heat, he started on the 
evening of June 12 from Puza-i-Marhi, near 
Chahar Burjek, on the Helmand west of 
Radbar, and strack outa course nearly due 
north.

see the heather without a subtle feeling of loss, 
and an aspiration to be as it was in the 
beginning. And it everyone could realise its 
dumb aspiration, even for a fleeting hour what 
a good world it would be! Itis blameless at- 
mosphere where the heather lives. The High- 
landers, who live the most naturally of any 
of us, appreciate most the sway of Nature, 
without a tincture of sentimentality. And 
they obtain what they deserve, a life 
long and free ; itis not the ideal life, for 
all should live ez tempore, but it is the 


‘cheerfullest and fullest life we know of. Their 


veneration’ for the heather is complete. They 
thatch their cottages with heather boughs 
and make their beds of the sprays. All the 
Scottish poets have with loyalty sung in praice 
of their native heather : 
Sweet moJest flower, in lonely deserts don, 
Retiring still for converse with the sun, 
Whose sweets invite the soaring lark to stoop, 
And from thy cells the honied dew-bells scoop. 
The heather has other virtues than a poet- 
ical resort for the lark. It is the home of 
the grousse, and not only shelters it in 
summer, but provides it food in the winter, 
the seed-vessels being so formed that the 
seed remains in them a whole year, and out 
of its abundance the birds are fed. Former 
it had another use. Boethius records that it 
is very nutritive not on!y to beasts, birds, 
and bees, but to animals of more discrimin- 
ating taste. The first natives of Scotia, the 
Picts, brewed from it a delicious and whole- 
some. liquor. It is to this remote fact that 
Leyden refers in the lines :— 
Though unobtrusive all thy beauties. shine, 
Yet boast thou rival of the purpling vine! 
For once thy mantling juice was seen to laugh 
ln pearly cups, which monarchs loved to quaff ; 
‘And frequent wake the wild inspired lay 
On Teviot’s hills, beneath the Pictish sway. 

The manner of making the precious nectar 
perished with the extermination of the Picts, 
for they never showed the craft to any outside 
their own blood, an act of selfishness it may 
be no sin to bewaiJ. Historically, the heather 
is interesting past common expectation, for 
how it swayed the generations ; there it'touches 
the sentiment. Its modern office is nobler; for 
here it touches the heart and spirits us away 
from the poor frets of life and its meannessés ; 
a realm of purple mountain and white mist 
where only Nature reigns, and is free.

178.030. 

Viennent ensuite: L’ Angleterre et possessions 
avec L.E. 145.000 ; la Russie L.E. 76,737 : 
la Tarquie L.E. 55.729 ; la Suéde L.E. 54.577 ; 
l'Italie L.E. 48.868 ;l’Amérique L.E. 46,059 : 
la Roumanie L.E. 27.497; la Belgique LE. 
25.608 ; l’Autriche-Hongrie L E. 17.956; 1’Al- 
lemagne L.E. 8.721. 

Poar qu'on puisse plus facilement se rendre 
compte de l’évolution de notre commerce, 
pendant le semestre écoulé, nous reproduisons 
le tableau statistique ci-aprés qui indique sur 
quels articles a porté notre progression, et pour 
quels montants:

OUR PARIS LEITER. 


(FRoM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Paris, September 6. 

‘be Halies Centrales—-the large central 
markets of Paris—are always an interesting 
sight, but on the 4th inst. they were more 
than usually so, for the shooting seascn—“la 
chasee’-—-in the departments adjoining Paris 
opened at daylight on Sandsy mornivg, and 
before mid-day the first victims of the sports- 
men’s guns were visible in the markets. 
Hares were solling at from 5s. to 9°. 6d. 
each—thst is to ssy, French hares—while 
“Germans” could be had at from 5s. to 7s. 6d. 
Venison was scarce on the market; and the 
faw rare deer from the French Lorraine were 
beirg sold at prices varying from £2 to £2. 8s. 
Partridges were a rather disappointing feature 
this year, and for anything worth buying 4s. 
to 5s. was asked. Prices are not so high to-day, 
and to-morrow they will be more moderate 
still, while by the end of the week game ofall 
kinds will be plentifal and reasonable in price. 

“La chasse’ is a great institution in this 
country. ‘To-day everybody is a “chasseur,” 
or sportsman, in France, and although the 
term means less in this country than it does 
in Eugland the development of the sporting 
instinct in France within recent years is quite 
remarkable. Last year at this time the Pre- 
fecture of the Seibe issued 2,246 shooting 
icences to aspiring Nimrods, and during the 
syme five days this year the number was 
3.097. In the whole of France, between 
450,000 and 460,000 shooting licences are 
taken out annually. At slightly over a sover- 
eign each, this represents a very welcome 
addition to the revenues of the State and. the 
communes. It goes without saying that very 
few of the French “hunters” get anything but 
fresh air and exercise in return for their per- 
mission to shoot at large. Game is not too 
abundant in this country, except on private 
estates, where the ‘“‘chasseur’ may not go. 
But ifthe French Nimrod does little harm 
with his gun, he does a lot of good to those 
who live by providing facilities tor the enjoy- 
ment of the shvoting season. Gansmiths, am- 
munition dealers, and game breeders, tanners, 
tailors, bootmakers—in France the onatfit is 
the thing—railway companies, have all reason 
to feel grateful for the growth of the sporting 
appetite. Experience has shown that every 
pheasant shot on a preserved shooting costs 
the proprietor of the estate between a sove- 
reign and 25s. For a fifth of that sum, or 
less, you can buy a pheasant in the Paris 
markets even when game is scarce. But you 
lose all the pictcresque elements, you forego 
the fierce delights of the chase, and you have 
no excuse for putting on your sporting outfit 
when you are only going to the market. Do 
you wonder, then, that every Frenchman’s 
motto is Vive la chasse !”

Visitors to Arcachon, Which at present is 
holding its annual regatta, have been much 
interested lately by the appearance in the 
streets of that resort of a “pilgrim” of strange 
and curious aspect, who frequently sits on a 
bench in the Place ‘Ihiers. Of short stature, 
with long fair hair tied with a yellow ribbon, 
and wearing a linen robe spotlessly white, 
the “pilgrim” carries a white wand in his hand, 
3.id on his back a knapsack filled with booklets 
which he offers for sale. ‘I'he stranger is known 
hy the name of “Merva, the Apostle of the 
N..tural Life,’ and is believed to be a Belgian, 
formerly well known in sccial circles, and at 
one time Consul in the Dutch Indies. Five 
years ago he left everything “to retarn to 
Nature.” He has founded a colony on the 
shores of Lake Maggiore, where the followers 
of ‘Merva” subsist on the produce of the soil, 
contenting themselves with fruit and raw 
vegetables. CVooked food, flesh, and salt they 
_-look upon as unclean ; while their clothing is 
reduced to a strict minimum. They sleep on 
the ground or on a wooden platform, wear no 
head covering, and allow their beards and hair 
to grow. “Merva” is now making a tour of the 
fashionable watering-places with the object of 
making disciples by contrasting his simple 
garb with the luxury of fashion, but if his 
success is to be gauged by the number of 
followers he has securéd in Arcachon, then his 
pilgrimage is not likely to result in very many 
conversions.

M. Gabrie!. Vayre, a French engineer who 
passed some time at the Court at Fez, has 
jast published a book with the title: “Dars 
lintimité du Sultan,” in which he tells some 
amusing stories of the ruler of Morocco, “An 
inquisitive child,” is M. Veyre’s description of 
the Sultan. His one desire and object is to be 
amused, and those who surround him do their 
best to comply with his wishes, knowing full 
well that he who amuses him best will receive 
most in retorn, and that when they ce s? 
to amuse him their places will ba taken 
by others. After pl»ying with bicycles, auto- 
mobiles, toy locomotives, and telephones, 
aomeone suggested that tha monarch might 
like to learn photography. At once he desired 
to be initiated into all its mysteries, and work- 
cdeo bard that he became quite a skilled 
cperator. Bat the best instrument that could 
be bought was not good enough for him, and 
be ordered that a verascope in gold should be 
made for him. It was duly constructed, ac- 
cording to his wish, and when the -bill was 
presented it amounted to one thousand pounds ! 
M. Veyre’s judgment on the Snitan is as 
follows : “I have always seen this spoiled and 
all-powerful child show himself in all circom- 
stances the mildest of tyrants. . . This man, 
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argument. But his Ministers have t»o good 
reason to bow their heads before him, even 
with exaggerated obseqnionsness, so that they 
may be allowed to continue —under the shadow 
of his authorithy—their unworthy trafficking.” 


A writer in a Paris contemporary gives 
scme interesting particulars as to the habits 
of the German Emperor concernivg the distri- 
bution of Imperial decorations. Generally says 
tha writer, the Emperor likes to hand the 
decoration or order decided upon personally to 
the recipient. In order to he prepared for all 
emergencies several cases filled with Orders 
alweys accompany the Emperor everywhere on 
bis journeys. ‘These valuable cases ara en- 
traated to the care of a trustworthy official 
appointed for the purpose by the Court Cham- 
berlain. While only a few of the higher 
Orders are taken, those intended for bestowal 
on workmen and minor officials number many 
hunéreds. Should it happen that an Order is 
lackirg, the Emperor requests a member of 
his immediate entourage to lend bim his de- 
coration, and hands it to the recipient. The 
person decorated very often requests to be 
allowed to retain the Order bestowed on him 
by the Emperor, and in that case the former 
possessor receives a second Order, which is 
despatched from Berlin to the Emperor. 

The news that a peace settlement has at 
last been reached has given siucere satisfaction 
in France. When a country has as many mil- 
lions of the national savings invested as 
France has entrusted to Russia it is the re- 
verse of reassuring to see the borrower wasting 
these millions in a futile struggle. Besides, 
France felt it as a personal reflection that her 
ally, whom she bad always considered great 
and powerful, should be unable to hold her 
own against a little people like the Japanese ; 
and another reason for desiring the termination 
of the war was that so long as Russia’s hands 
were ticd in Manchuria she was helpless to as- 
sist France—should the occasion arise—by 
fulfilling her part of the alliance contract. 
Frenchmen had this very forcibly brought 
home to them during the recent Franco- 
German crisis on the Moroccan question, and 
they are not likely to forget it. Now that 
peace has been declared France feels that 
there is a prospect of her ally some day being 
useful to her, and that is not the least of the 
reasons why the Rasso-Japanese settlement 
has been hailed with satisfaction in this coun- 
try. The points in the arrangement that are 
emphasised here are Japan’s generosity, and a 
frank recognition that she has attained a fore- 
most place among the nations. ‘There is also 
much praise for President Roosevelt’s heroic 
efforts, and a feeling of gratitude for the good 
inflaence which Great Britain and her pacific 
sovereign have exerted in bringing about a 
termination of the terrible contest.

Much interest was shown in the eclipse of 
the sun. The first contact for Paris observers 
took place at 12.3 p.m., and the final contact 
was registered at 2.31 p.m. The moon’s shadow 
at its greatest phase hid 82 per cent. of the 
gun’s disc. As the eclipse tock place during the 
déjeuner hour, it attracted a good deal of po- 
pular attention, and obzervers at windows and 
on balconies, with pieces of smoked glass in 
their hands, were numerous. But the question 
that Parisians have lately been asking, with 
somewhat illnatured curiosity, is whether the 
eclipse has had anything to do with the recent 
bad weather. Even since last Saturday, the 
weather in Paris, at the seaside, and in the 
provinces of France has been of the most 
wretched kind, and many people on holiday, 
who had contemplated staying at seaside and 
other resorts until the middle or end of Sep- 
tember have come back to Paris. It is reported 
from widely-separated districts that rain has 
fallen in torrents, that large tracts of country 
have been devastated by cyclones, and now, to 
crown all, we are informed that snow fe'l 
yesterday in the mountainous district near 
Albertville (Savoie). Whether we are right in 
blaming the eclipse for all this disagreeable 
weather or not, it is curious to note that since 
it took place this afternoon the weather has 
been sunny and cheerful, and of a character 
much more pleasing than previously. 


Four duels were fought recently in the Rue 
du Viroflay, in the Latin Quarter, before an 
admiring crowd. A number of students, who 
had been celebrating the eclipse unwisely, 
qaarrelled. Words were exchanged, which 
French etiquette demanded should be wiped 
out by blood, and it was decided that four 
duels should be fought on the spot. Foils were 
borrowed from a reighbouring studio. The 
combatants stripped to the waist and the 
fighting began, An enormous crowd gathered, 
but no one attempted to interfere with the 
duellists. Before the police arrived five of the 
eight combatants had been wounded, three of 
them severely. All the parties were taken to 
the police-station, but the Paris authorities are 
lenient towards students, and the offenders 
were dismissed with a caution. Three were 
taken to the hospi al,

NEW FORM OF CRYSTALLISED 
CARBON. 


In “Nature,” Dr. C.V. Burton, of Cambridge, 
describes a form of crystallised carbon which 
he has obtained at comparatively low tem. 
peratures and pressures by using a molten 
alloy of lead and calcium, which is found 
capable of holding in solution small quantities 
of carbon, and to contain on cooling the last- 
named mineral in very minute crystals, which, 
like the diamond, belong to the cubic system, 
are transparent. and have a very high refrac- 
tive index. 

The quantities available have not enabled 
him to determine satisfactorily the density or 
hardness, but this, at least, is certain, that he 
has obtained a mineral which is not graphite 
(the familiar “black lead,” the common form 
of crystallised carbon) or cliftonite, the very 
rare one found by Mr. L. Fletcher, of the 
British Museum, in a meteorite, so that if 
not diamond it must be a new mineral. Pro- 
fessor Moissan, of Paris succeeded a few years 
ago in making small artificial diamonds, bat 
this was accomplished by melting iron with 
carbon at the temperature of the electric arc.

THE COMING OF THE GULLS. 


oOo 


Every year, with unfailing regularity, the 
gulls, towards the end of August, begin to 
return to their winter haunts in London. About 
a week ago one or two solitary specimens were 
to be seen hovering over the river near Black- 
friars Bridge, and, before many more days have 
passed these stragglers will be joined by others. 
Soon the surface of the river and the air above 
will be filled with a noisy, chattering crowd, 
each individual bird trying to outwit the other 
in the scramble for the dainty morsels thrown 
from the bridges and embankments by passers- 
by. 

Higher up the river, at Surbiton, Barnes and 
Richmond, there were quitea number of gulls 
quite lately, but these were not the regular 
winter visitors of the metropolis. They had not 
come leisurely up the river, after the manner 
of those which make the journey regularly each 
autumn, bat had been driven inland across 
country by stress of weather, until the sight 
of the peaceful Thames tempted the tired birds 
to stay their flight and rest. They hovered 
around just above the water, picking up uncon- 
sidered trifles of food here and there, until the 
sun began to go down. Then they faced 
the gale, aud battled their way back to the 
sea once more, their sea-bred instinct urging 
on their tired bodies, and proving stronger 
than their desire to rest again by the way. 
How the gulls know when it is time to 
return homewards each evening is one of 
those mysteries of Nature which we shall 
never know, bat as the days grow shorter 
these birds, which in rough weather are 
daily driven inland in search of food and 
shelter, leave a few minutes earlier each 
night, in order to reach home before the 
last glimmer of daylight has disappeared. 

The annual visit of the galls to London 
—a featare of their existence which is quite 
apart from the casual wanderings of the 
tribe in tempestuous weather -is of compa- 
ratively recent origin, though why the gulls 
took so long to discover that London was 
a place where food and shelter was to be 
found in winter time no one knows. At first 
only a few stray specimens were to be seen 
on the lower reaches of the river each au- 


tumn, and these wanderers from the main . 


body used to go backwards and forwards 
to the sea every day. Bat now they coma 
in hundreds and explore the river for miles 
above London Bridge, many of them spending 
the night on the more secluded waters of 
the Serpentine and the Long Water of St. 
James's Park. And here in the midst of plenty 
they spend the dark winter days, passing like 
ghosts to and froin the fog tha: hangs over 
the river, and seemingly forgetfal of the sea 
girt cliffs that gave them birth, until one 
bright morning in the spring one suddenly 
discovors that they are gone, cbedient to 
the call that bids them return to their nesting 
places among the rocks.
